Stroudsburg, mother of four with 
a year and a half of teaching ex­ 
perience. vyas elected as an ele­ 
mentary teacher at a salary of 
$3,900 Muss Sharon Lee Owens, 
who graduated this year from 
Edinboro State College, was elect­ 
ed to the high school faculty at 
a salary oi $3,800. 
Both elections were unanimous 
on roll call votes after the teach­ 
ers had been recommended by 
Superintendent Riegle. President 
Ralph W. Guise presided.

As the representative band of 
the U. S. Department of the Army, 
the organization traw ls thousands 
of miles each year and ♦has be­ 
come known as the ‘ King of the 
Highway.”

Major 
Robert Bierly. was assigned to the 
band soon after it was organized 
in 1946. He became its command­ 
er last November During World 
War ll he served with the 88th

and Italy where he took part in

Fire badly damaged Fitzger­ 
ald’s Mason-Dixon Inn. along the 
Emmitsburg Rd. at the Mary- 
land-Pennsylvania line, early this 
morning. 
A passing Trailways bus driver 
noticed smoke and flame in the 
structure about 2:10 o’clock this 
morning 
and 
notified 
Vigilant 
Hose Co. of Emmitsburg. The 
Emmitsburg firemen then sum­ 
moned Gettysburg and Green­ 
mount fire companies for as­ 
sistance. 
LOSS OVER $25,000 
Chief Hollinger estimated the 
loss at “about $25,000 to $30,000” 
this afternoon after investigation 
had disclosed that approximately 
$8,000 worth of equipment and 
several thousand dollars worth of 
beer, liquor and other supplies 
had been destroyed. Damage to 
the building itself and its furniture 
will be about $ 15.000, according 
to the chief's preliminary esti­ 
mated. 
Insurance 
officials 
are 
scheduled to make their investi­ 
gation probably this afternoon. 
No decision was reached as to 
the cause of the fire which ap­ 
parently started in the basement 
where a number of heaters, the 
furnace, coolers and compressors 
were located. 
Members of the assisting com­ 
panies praised the Emmitsburg 
firemen for performing “an almost 
impossible task” in preventing 
the fire, which burned from base­ 
ment to attic in the north side of 
the building, from completely de­ 
stroying the frame structure. 
Emmitsburg Fire Chief John 
Hollinger said it was fortunate 
that Edward Fitzgerald, owner 
of the tavern, and his family were 
absent from their second floor 
apartment in the building. Had 
they been asleep on the second 
floor it is possible some may not 
have escaped. 
F A M IL Y AT FARM 
The 
Fitzgerald 
family 
had 
been at their farm near Thurmont 
during the day and had remained 
there overnight. The inn custom­ 
arily is closed on Tuesdays. Fitz­ 
gerald, summoned from his Thur­ 
mont home, said he had left the 
inn about noon Tuesday. 
The fire apparently started in 
the basement of the building near 
an oil furnace, cooler and com­ 
pressors, and burned away the 
stairway into the cellar. The floor 
above the furnace, just behind the 
bar in the tavern, burned away 
completely and the beer cooler 
behind the bar dropped part way 
into the basement. The fire also 
burned away part of the stairway 
to the second floor of the house 
and spread through the kitchen of 
the establishment. 
Following along the chimney on 
the north side of the house, the 
fire spread into the walls and then 
burned through the floor beside 
the chimney in the third floor of 
the building. 
B LIST ER S PAINT 
The heat of the blaze blistered 
paint throughout the structure. 
On the first floor the bar was 
badly burned, as were the stools 
in front of the bar. 
The Emmitsburg firemen at­ 
tacked the blaze with fog spray­ 
ing boaster tank lines and confined 
the fire to the north end of the 
building. Several strips of siding 
were removed from the structure 
to permit the firemen to reach 
the blaze inside the walls. 
The Emmitsburg firemen placed 
a portable pump at Middle Creek, 
a half mile from the scene, to re­ 
fill 
the booster 
tanks 
of the 
trucks. 
Firemen from the other com­ 
panies said Emmitsburg used a 
minimum of water with maximum 
effect in stopping the blaze. 
Fire Chief Hollinger said the 
charred condition of beams in the 
cellar indicated the fire must have 
smouldered there for some time 
before bursting through into the 
upper part of the structure. 


Final plans for the new Gettys­

Approval Tuesday evening came I 
after a last-minute decision to, 
include in the plans provision for 
standby, emergency oil heating 
facilities 
The plans did not in­ 
clude 
dual 
heat 
arrangements 
because of an earlier decision by 
the finance and planning commit­ 
tee to provide only gas-fired heat­ 
ing equipment. There was no 
estimate how much the extra 
equipment will cost.’ 
The plans now will call for 
dual gas and oil burners, special 
controls and an oil storage tank 
Tile dual heat decision came 
after a discussion in which it was 
pointed out that other recently 
built school buildings here have 
dual heat provision and tha\ it 
was used for a 
10-day period 
last winter in the Eisenhower 
building 
when 
automatic 
gas 
equipment failed. The school offi­ 
cials also were told that “gas 
company officials recommend but 
do not require a standby heat 
facility.” 
The 20-classroom unit which 
will also include a gymnasium, 
cafetorium, industrial and agri­ 
culture shops, office suite, health 
facilities and a music room is 
urgently needed to relieve crowded 
conditions in the present 
high 
school w'here enrollment will go 
up more than IOO in the fall. 
Seventh Graders last year had to 
be quartered in the Lincoln School. 
Representatives 
of 
J. 
Alfred 
Hamme. York architects, attended 
the meeting and John Gilbert of 
that firm explained generally the 
school building plans and an­ 
swered questions. 
President Ralph W, Guise pre­ 
sided at the joint school commit­ 
tee session and A. E. Hutchison 
over the authority board.

HARRISBURG 
(AP) - House 
lawmakers today faced a vote on 
the long-simmering issue of abol­ 
ishing capital punishment. 
“We are definitely intending to 
bring the bill to a vote," said 
Rep. Stephen McCann, Democra­ 
tic floor leader. 
No other legislature in the states 
ever carried the question of ban­ 
ning the death penalty to a floor 
vote. 


FACE DECISION 


Probably no bill of the 1961 leg­ 
islature shaped up as so strictly 
nonpartisan an issue as the bill 
to end the supreme penalty. Most 
of the representativen appeared 
to agree with Rep. Thomas Mc­ 
Cormack, D-Philadelphia, who told 
the House Tuesday: 
“We cannot sweep this question 
under the rug forever." 
On a 70-129 vote the House re­ 
jected a motion to return the 
abolishment 
bill 
to 
the 
Rules 
Committee for quiet burial with 
the Hid of the legislature. 


APPLIES TO MURDER 
Then in quick succession the 
lawmakers knocked down three 
proposed sets of amendments that 
would 
have 
tempered 
outright 
abolishment. 
Presently there are eight con­ 
victed 
murderers 
sentenced 
to 
death in the state’s electric chair 
at Rockview Penitentiary, Belle­ 
fonte. 
In Pennsylvania the only crime 
punishable by death is first degree 
murder. 
The 
supreme 
penalty 
may be set by a jury only after 
a special hearing following convic­ 
tion of a slayer. 
R EFER EN D U M D E F E A T E D 
McCormack, who said he is op­ 
posed to abolition, submitted an 
amendment to leave the question 
up to a voter referendum. The 
proposal was defeated, 55-144. 
Rep. Maurice Goldstein, R-Al- 
legheny, urged that the bill be 
modified to allow the death pen­ 
alty for murders committed dur­ 
ing commission of a felony—bur­ 
glary, rape, arson and the like. 
His plan was turned down 13-182. 
Rep. Peter G. Schaaf, D-Erie, 
proposed setting a penalty of 25 
years to life for first degree mur­ 
der, the term to be set by a judge. 
It would also have required im­ 
mediate review of a murder con­ 
viction by the Supreme Court. His 
amendments were defeated, 31- 
165. 


SENATE DELAYS 
Meanwhile, the Senate Judiciary 
Committee voted 16-4 against the 
sending of a similar bill to the 
floor. Chairman Hugh J. McMen- 
amin said the action was based 
partly on the premise the House 
would art (Mi capital punishment.
